INTRODUCTION 


The  Binder  Collection  of  stained  glass  was  begun  by  Joseph  Binder, 
the  elder,  an  eminent  stained  glass  painter  who  settled  in  England 
towards  the  end  of  the  last  century,  and  was  continued  by  his  son, 
his  father's  able  pupil  and  a  recognized  authority  on  ancient  stained 
and  enamelled  glass.  The  collection  comprises  English,  Flemish, 
Dutch,  Swiss  and  German  stained  glass  from  the  fourteenth  to  the 
eighteenth  century. 

The  English  collection  is  distinguished  by  the  earliest,  rarest 
and  doubtless  the  most  valuable  examples,  such  as  the  perpendicular 
panels  with  the  arms  of  Richard  de  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick, 
and  Sir  John  Arundel,  Numbers  75  and  74,  and  the  early  fifteenth 
century  rectangular  panel  depicting  King  Henry  IV  of  England, 
Number  71. 

The  Flemish  collection,  mostly  of  the  Renaissance,  must  attract 
by  the  perfection  of  drawing  and  delicacy  of  enamelling,  apparent 
even  in  the  most  insignificant  fragments,  and  in  details  executed 
"en  miniature". 

The  Dutch  collection  has  an  incomparably  whimsical  charm  with 
its  ships,  genre  figures,  birds,  butterflies,  flowers,  and  its  glorious 
color  harmonies.  The  fact  that  most  of  these  Dutch  panels  were 
executed  at  Luscombe  Abbey  in  Devonshire  by  refugees  from 
Spanish  persecution,  during  the  seventeenth  century,  gives  them 
added  interest.  They  furnished  the  windows  of  the  Luscombe 
priory,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  early  part  of  the 
eighteenth  century. 

The  leading  of  the  composite  panels  is  mainly  of  eighteenth 
century  workmanship,  though  Joseph  Binder,  father  and  son, 
replaced  corroded  mullions  and  strengthened  weak  supports  when- 
ever necessary ;  but  when  missing  fragments  required  substitution, 
it  was  always  done  with  contemporary  glass. 

The  German  art  is  represented  by  a  rarissimum,  an  example  of 
ruby-red  glass  on  a  deeply  abraded  white  ground,  Number  83,  and 
the  Swiss,  among  a  few  others,  by  a  masterpiece  of  enamelled  glass, 
from  the  Bishopric  of  Coire,  Number  84.
